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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to BP AI Decision 

1 . In the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) mailed 

1 1/25/08, the rejections of claims 40-46, 48-57, 59-68 and 70-72 were affirmed in part. The 
following action is a response to the decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences (BPAI) mailed 1 1/25/08. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after a decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but before the filing of a 
Notice of Appeal to the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or the commencement of a civil 
action. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14 and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114 and prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 1/23/09 has been entered. 

Notice to Applicant 

3. In the amendment filed 1/23/09, the following has occurred: Claims 44-46, 50, 55-57, 61, 
66-68 and 72 have been amended, claims 40-43, 48, 49, 51-54, 59, 60, 62-65 and 70-71 have 
been canceled and claims 85-141 have been added. Now claims 44-46, 50, 55-57, 61, 66-68, 72 
and 85-141 are presented for examination. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 44-46, 50, 55-57, 61, 66-68, 72 and 85-141 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 44, 45, 46, 50, 55, 56, 57, 61, 66, 67, 68 and 72 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences has interpreted the Examiner reliance on 
the teachings of Himmel and Mason as directed to obtaining internet advertisement and detecting 
the actual viewing of advertisements contained on web pages, but find that neither reference 
teaches or fairly suggests the claimed "information indicating the proportion of content actually 
viewable to respective user". 

The closest prior art of record (Himmel and Mason) does not teach or fairly suggest 
information indicating the proportion of content actually viewable to respective user (see: page 3, 
BPAI decision). 

Because the prior art does not teach or disclose the above features in the specific manner 
and combinations recited in independent claims 44, 45, 46, 50, 55, 56, 57, 61, 66, 67, 68 and 72, 
and as further interpreted by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, claims 44, 45, 46, 
50, 55, 56, 57, 61, 66, 67, 68 and 72, are hereby deemed to be allowable. 

Originally numbered claims 85-141 are dependent on originally numbered claims 44, 45, 
46, 50, 55, 56, 57, 61, 66, 67, 68 and 72, and therefore incorporate the allowable features of 
originally numbered claims 44, 45, 46, 50, 55, 56, 57, 61, 66, 67, 68 and 72, through 
dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
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fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."

In related art (6,643,696) Davis et al. teaches a method for tracking client interaction with 
network resources. 

In related art (Banner-advertised Web surveys) Tuten et al. discloses a common practice 
in banner ad design is to include an incentive for click-through.

These prior art patents 
fail to teach or fairly suggest information indicating the proportion of content actually viewable 
to respective user.
